only for a time.

These worthies conceived the idea 


that the proper homage due to their 
exalted station called for less familiar 
modes of obeisance, so the privilege 
of kissing the emperor's hand was re- 
served as a special mark of condescen- 
sion or distinction for officers of high 
rank. 


No such restriction, however, was 


placed on the emperors themselves, 
who, 
if they wished to confer signal 


honor on any of their subjects, kissed 
either the mouths or the ej-es of those 
they wished specially to favor, the kiss 
generally intimating some promotion 
or personal satisfaction 
for some 


achievement. 


Roman fathers considered the praC: 


tice of kissing of so delicate a nature 
that they never kissed their wives in 
the presence of their daughters. 


Then, too, only the nearest relatives 


were allowed to kiss their kindred of 
the geutlcr sex on the mouth, for in 
those days, as now, kissing was not a 
mere arbitrary sign, but it was the 
spontaneous language of the affections, 
especially that of love. 


Under the Romans if a lover kissed 


his betrothed before marriage she in- 
herited lialf of his worldly goods in the 
event of his death before the marriage 
ceremony, and if she died her heritage 
descended to her nearest relatives.

AUTO IN RURAL MAIL, WORK. 


Experiment of Enterprising Currier 


Successful In Every 
Way. 


The postmaster general has issued 


special authority to Oscar Working, 
nail carrier on rural route No. 2 from 
lagerstown, Ind., to use an automobile 
n making his daily delivery of mail, 
says the Chicago Record-Herald. Ac- 
cordingto the official document, Mr. 
Working is the only rural route agent 
n the country who regularly ubes an 
automobile in his work. The route is 
hirty-two miles long. He had a fine 
lorse and started to use the animal 
o make the daily trips. For several 
weeks the horse stood up to the work 
n good condition, but when the winter 
ains made the roads heavy it was 
ound to be all but impossible to urge 
he horse over the long route every day. 
Jccasionally Mr. Working would go 
ver the route on his bicycle. 
lie continued to make the deliveries 
n that manner until a few weeks ago, 
•hen he determined to invest in an 
utomobile. 
The machine cost i-'C'JO, 


vhich is exactly the amount of money 
Ir. Werking receives for a year's work 
n delivering the mail. It is estimated 
.uit it will cost le^s than a third as 
inch to operate and maintain the au- 
omobilc as it does to keep a horse and 
ehicla in repair. With the automobile 
o covers the route in two hours and a 
alf. The patrons aiong the route are 


rejoicing over the fact that they get 
their mail, many of them, almost six 
hours earlier than before, as frequently 
when delivering with a horse the entire 
day was consumed in making the trip.

The Leonard family were famous In 


England and Wales for their iron foun- 
dries during the sixteenth an<! «f>ren- 
teentb. centuries, and in accordance 
with the spirit of the age they kept the 
secrets of their art to themselves, 
handing them down from father to 
son. About 1651 certain members 
crossed the Atlantic and established a 
foundry in Massachusetts, says the 
New York Times. Two years later one 
of them -went to New Jersey and opened 
the first furnaces near Rahway. Since 
that period many of the family have 
continued in the business, especially 
those who live at Taunton, Mass. In 
order to embellish that city and raise 
a memorial which shall have its foun- 
dation stones laid on the two hundred 
and fiftieth anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the industry in America 
the Leonard tamily intends to place at 
Taunton a monument on a large scale. 


The sculptor is Charles H. Niehaus. 


He has made two designs consisting of 
groups of figures about a base, which 
represents an island in a circular basin 
of water, and of a shaft rising from 
the base. In the one the shaft rises 
about ninety feet in the form of an 
obelisk, square in section. The plinth 
has low reliefs, with figures showing 
man and woman plighting troth, vestal 
virgins caring for the fire on an altar 
and other groups, treated in the clas- 
sical vein, which refer to family life. 
The groups below are designed for 
bronze and show the prospector dis- 
covering iron ore, the iron master ex- 
tracting the metal, the smith and the 
artificer in ifon. In this design provi- 
sion is made for an abundant fall of 
water which may gush from grottoes 
on two sides of the island. 


The second design is not so tall. 


Here the groups are more concentrat- 
ed, the island being smaller and the 
cascade feature being omitted. Be- 
hind the groups, which are also calcu- 
lated for bronze, rises the base of a 
granite pedestal, against which tree 
forma are to be displayed in bronze. 
On the cap of the pedestal stands a 
great draped female Genius holding a 
torch on high and in her other' hand a 
Mercury's helmet, with wings. The 
figures for the lower groups in each 
design are calculated for a height of 
eight feet. The monument will cost 
from $130,000 to $200,000, the shaft or

pedestal and island being of granite. 


In the second design, with the draped 


Genius and torch, the groups for 
bronze on the four sides of the island 
or lower base are studied with much 
care and are agreeably diversified. 
Each side has three or four figures. 
Here are laborers prying the ore from 
the earth, there the molten iron is be- 
ing poured from the crucible by the 
foundrymen, while the furnace flames 
hi the background. Yonder is a seated 
master explaining his craft to a 'pren- 
tice boy in leather apron, who holds a 
big, long handled hammer, while the 
mother stands behind listening. A 
fourth group shows the iron being 
fashioned. The groups on this model 
are much more studied and composed 
than on the other. They have variety 
and good movement and a certain 
rhythm of line and mass which those 
of'the other model lack. 


The two designs will be forwarded 


to Taunton in order that the local com- 
mittee of Leonards may judge the 
work. Perhaps the simple shaft with 
its frieze of low, classic reliefs on the 
plinth in the first model will find favor. 
On the other hand, the groups of the 
lower part in the second model may be 
preferred. Then the sculptor will sac- 
rifice the big Genius and put the tall 
shaft in her place, thus combining the 
finer features of each. 


The Leonard memorial, as can be 


easily imagined, is not to be finished 
for a long while. The studies for a 
larger model may occupy a year or 
two, and it may be five years before 
the monument is unveiled. 


The site for this important work of 


art is a square in Taunton surrounded 
by immense trees, which look as if 
they might have been planted when 
the Leonards first came from England. 
There is a fountain in the center of 
the square just where the monument 
ought to stand. Perhaps in the com- 
pleted design the fountain idea may 
be included. In any case •within five 
or six years Taunton is likely to have 
a more important monument than any- 
thing of the sort in Boston. The fami- 
ly is so large and so many members 
are still engaged in the iron industry 
that the heavy outlay for a work of 
art of these dimensions will not stand 
in the way. The sum of $100,000 is al- 
ready secured for the fund.

Fifteen Hudred Crow and Cheyenne 


Indiana. With 3CO Re*nlar<i. Fought 
a Sham Battle on the Little Sis 
Horn'* 
HUtorle 
Battleground. 


Three Hnndred Indians Were la 
Real Fight Years A«o. 
At Sheridan, Wyo., July 4, not far 


ty-six years after the heroic Seventh 
cavalry was demolished bj a. fei oeious 
and overpowering force of Indians, 
was enacted a mimic but fearfully 
lifelike imitation of that Celebrated 
massacre, says the New Yoik Times. 
Fifteen 
hundred Crows and Chey- 


ennes, hideous in their war paint, 
swooped down upon 280 men from 
Fort McKenzie and surrounded, cut 
down and annihilated them in the 
presence of thousands of spectators, 
who then saw the first lifelike repro- 
duction of the slaughter of Custer and 
his band. 


The fight of June 25,1876. was with- 


out a surviving witness, and after the 
last horrible yell had died away in the 
Big Horn, after the last scalp had 
been lifted, there was no one of that 
gallant band of troopers left to tell 
the tale. The scene of carnage has 
been described only in the unwilling 
speech of the Indian victors and the 
imagination of the writers w horn that 
speech and the graves of the silent 
dead inspired. So, after ell, the most 
authentic and certainly the most vivid 
picture of that fight was the sham bat- 
tle between Uncle Sam's men and the 
Crows and Cheyennes on the Fourth 
of July, 1902. 


The recent reproduction of the Cus- 


ter massacre is the result of many 
years of scheming. For ten years ef- 
forts had been made to persuade the 
Crows to take part in the niunic fight, 
but all overtures had been met with 
grunts of disapproval. It i\ as not un- 
til after patient persistence and much 
canvassing that O. P. Hanna, once n 
scout with Cnster, succeeded in inter- 
esting the reds in a shani battle. 
Through his long experience on tho 
frontier and his personal acquaintance 
among the leading chiefs of the west- 
ern Indians Hanna finally came out on 
top. They agreed to. "put up" an ex- 
hibition if Hanna would do certain 
things, which Hanna readily promised. 


The Crows are a very conservative 


tribe these days, and when once they 
were interested in the project they 
were ready to emigrate almost to a 
man to the field of the sham battle. So 
the Crow agency on the Fourth looked 
like a deserted village, while around 
the town of Sheridan vere camped at 
least 3,000 Indians. Of the chiefs who 
took part in the sham battle the best 
known are Spotted Horse, Wolf That- 
Lies-Down, Two Legging, Old Crow, 
Plenty Cuss, Crazy Head. Red Toma- 
hawk, Iron Thunder, Medicine Crow, 
Sparrow Hawk, Pretty Eagle and Bad 
Man. 


Rehearsing 1,000 Indians for the 


sham battle was no small task and re- 
quired diplomacy as well as executive 
ability. For days the spectacle was 
repeated until all the mov ements were 
thoroughly drilled into the red men's 
minds. In the band of I-idians who 
fought on the fourth more than 300 of 
them were in the battle of twenty-Mix 
years ago. Major Sanders was the Cus 
ter, and at the head of his little band 
representing the detachment of the fa- 
rnpus Seventh United States cavalry, 
he could be seen in the distai.ce mak- 
ing a detour to surround a small clus- 
ter of Indians 
The latter ran, and 


Sanders charged after them in full pur- 
su'it. The red men were ical warriors 
tb appearance, with their shining, nak- 
ed limbs and features fantastically col- 
ored, and riding their mounts at top 
speed they presented a terrifying spec- 
tacle. 


The reds were then re-enforced and 


beat back the soldiers, the firing broke 
into a sullen roar, and the soldiers 
were seen again advancing- 
The sol- 


diers divided into two columns, one 
taking one side and the other the op- 
posite of the ascent up the ravine. 
Then Spotted Horse, who acted Gall, 
brought up more Indians The troop- 
ers tried to form a junction of their 
two slender columns, but the enemy, 
scores and scores of fiymg, yelling 
fiends, remained ever betv een them. 


There was no escape. 
<;all was an 


omnipresent fiend and geti'ied to pos- 
sess a charmed life as he charged at 
the head of his hordes, yelling, encour- 
aging, calling on the GrtU Spirit as 
they rode over their own clt\id to reach 
the little band of the Seventh. First 
the cavalry horses fell as their riders 
dropped behind them, shooting desper- 
ately on every side at an i nemy that 
seemed to encircle each one of them, 
BO numerous were the red-,. 


A final charge, and both «ides were 


down save a few pluckv bunches of 
men who stood side by sidf in the last 
encounter. Then the can °ge began, 
and scalps were lifted In high glee. 
Custer alone, with half a dozen men, 
was making his last stand.
